HANDS? 


Fears hospital could lose 
its hip and knee centre 


The UK’s largest hip and knee re¬ 
placement centre based in Epsom 
Hospital looks set to be handed over 
to another trust to run, a leaked 
staff bulletin has revealed. 

The hugely successful Elective Or¬ 
thopaedic Centre (EOC) was opened 
in 2004 by the Queen and is widely 
regarded as the jewel in the crown 
of the hospital. 

News that the hospital may lose 
control of the unit next April has 
sparked fears that the three other 
London trusts who are partners in 
the centre, Kingston, Croydon and 
St George’s hospitals could then 
move the centre, or part of it, out to 
another hospital - sucking money 
and staff away from the cash- 
strapped hospital. 

Currently Epsom and St Helier 
Trust is in charge of the day-to-day 
operation at the centre which 
has a turnover of £30m and generat¬ 
ed £2.4m profit, which is split

between the partners. 

But the partnership board, made 
up of the four trusts, has now 
agreed to assess whether the run¬ 
ning of the EOC should be passed to 
Kingston Hospital. 

Geoff Martin, chairman of 
London Health Emergency, warned 
the move was another nail in the 
coffin for Epsom Hospital and MP 
Chris Grayling said some trusts and 
GPs want to relocate the centre 
back into London - an idea he 
branded “an indefensible waste of 
money”. 

Just two years ago the hospital 
spent £lm on creating a new state- 
of-the-art operating theatre.

In a bulletin to staff Epsom 
and St Helier’s chief executive 
Matthew Hopkins said: “Mem¬ 
bers of the partnership board 
felt this would allow a clearer 
split between the host and the 
physical location of the EOC, 
which, in turn, they believe 
could improve the way in 
which the centre is governed.” 

Work is required to lay out all 
the factors involved in hosting 
the service. 

This is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by Christmas and if it is 
approved the partnership 
board has suggested control 
could switch to Kingston on 
April 1. 

The trust’s executive com¬ 
mittee discussed the proposal 
at a meeting last Wednesday 
and raised a number of con¬ 
cerns - including exactly how 
EOC patients would benefit 
from the change and the short 
timeline for doing the work.

They were also concerned it 
would be seen as destabilising 
Epsom Hospital at a time when 
patients, residents and staff 
were deeply concerned about 
the future of the site. 

Last month Mr Hopkins 
pledged there would be no 
major reconfiguration of ser¬ 
vices at Epsom Hospital until 
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its future became clear. 

In the staff memo he stressed 
the EOC would remain at 
Epsom Hospital and would 
continue to treat as many pa¬ 
tients as it does now. 

He said: “I know this news 
might concern some of our 
staff. However, I would like to 
stress that, should it go ahead, 
the partnership board’s pro¬ 
posal will have little effect on 
the day-to-day lives of our 
staff, our organisation, or 
Epsom Hospital itself. 

“Staff employed by the EOC 
will continue to work in the 
centre, but their contracts of 
employment would transfer to 
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Kingston Hospital. 

“However, this transfer 
would take place under Trans¬ 
fer of Undertaking and Protec¬ 
tion of Employment 
legislation, which requires 
consultation with trade unions 
and staff affected and ensures 
protection of an employee’s 
terms and 

conditions. 

“In addition, the centre will 
still need to use (and will con¬ 
tinue to pay for) a number of 
our services, from pathology to 
catering. So if you are used to 
working with the EOC, that 
will not change.” 

Asked to explain exactly why 
the move was being made, 
Kingston Hospital issued a 
brief statement saying it would 
“strengthen existing gover¬ 
nance arrangements”. 

It said: “Transferring hosting 
of the EOC at Epsom to one of 
the partner trusts signals our 
joint intent to collectively do 
all we can to protect and en¬ 
sure the future of the EOC at 
Epsom in these uncertain 
times.” 

□ The Epsom Hospital Cam¬

Chris Grayling MP said: 
“It is clear the manage¬ 
ment at the NHS trusts in 
London and some GPs 
want to relocate it back 
into London, but the point 
is that would be ridiculous 
and an indefensible waste 
of money. 

“I am less concerned 
about who manages it, 
compared to whether it 
continues to operate from 
Epsom Hospital. 

“It is odd to have a single 
unit being run by four sep¬ 
arate trusts so there is an 
argument for streamlin¬ 
ing management. 

“It would be absurd if the 
NHS were to take steps to 
close a high-quality centre 
in Epsom and re-open it six 
miles down the road.”

“The only reason you 
would consider passing it 
to someone eight or nine 
miles down the road is if 
you are paving the way for 
the its destruction. There 
is no other explanation. 

“You would not take that 
decision if Epsom St Heli- 
er Trust was not going to 
be smashed up. 

“This is just a clearing of 
debts exercise. It throws 
doubt on the financial 
structure of the trust. 

“They are going to lose 
their most productive elec¬ 
tive part to Kingston.”

Travelodge axed plans for 
second hotel a year ago

Travelodge axed plans to open a hotel in 
the Parade, Epsom, a year ago it emerged 
yesterday, to the surprise of resdents and 
campaigners. 

A public consultation on plans to open a 
hotel on the site of the Comrades Club 
ended just weeks ago, with the Save 
Epsom group attacking the company’s 
plans to open a hotel just a few hundred 
metres from the new Travelodge at Espom 
station. 

But a Travelodge spokesman told the 
Epsom Guardian it had informed would- 
be developers, Storm Land and Estates, 
back in December last year it no longer 
wanted a hotel there. 

He said he was prompted to put out a 
statement making the company’s position 
clear after seeing an email news alert 
about the issue from the paper. 

Pressed on why it no longer wanted to

have two hotels in the town, the company 
spokesman said developers had failed to 
meet the timescale for the Parade site. 

He said: “We have got a hotel open by the 
station, but we are just going to settle for 
that at the moment. 

“For the time being we are happy to see 
how the hotel by the station beds down.” 

A Planning Inspectorate spokeswoman 
confirmed it was still dealing with an ap¬ 
peal by Storm Land and Estates after 
councillors ruled the plans were too large 
for the site. 

Councillor Nick Dallen said: “I am 


pleased Travelodge is not continuing be¬ 
cause I think the hotel at the station is 
going to prove adequate for them.” 

But he said he remained concerned the 
developer would pursue the appeal and 
someone else would open a hotel at the lo¬ 
cation, which residents see as unsuitable. 

He said: “Hopefully it is good news, but I 
am not going to open the champagne yet.” 

Tina Mountain, who leads the Save 
Epsom group, said: “It does not change the 
situation that we would have a huge hotel 
with no parking next to the town hall. 

“It does not really matter who it is. The 
hotel is not in keeping with Epsom.” 

In September Storm Land and Estates 
appealed Epsom Council’s decision to re¬ 
ject its third planning application, to cre¬ 
ate a 77-bed hotel on the site, and the final 
decision now rests with national planning 
inspectors. 

The company was contacted for a 
comment on its plans but had not re¬ 
sponded as this paper went to press. 


Till thief caught by have-a-go hero is jailed 
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A 31-year-old man has been jailed for 
snatching money out of tills.

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Council relents on £6k 
limit for benefit claims 


The limit on how much savings 
someone will be allowed to have 
while claiming council tax benefits 
will not be cut by as much as 
planned following concerns it 
could put people off saving. 

Epsom Council had planned to 
introduce a maximum limit of 
£6,000 savings for people who do 
not get income support or job seek¬ 
ers allowance, but this was raised 
to £10,000 last night. 

The move is part of the Govern¬ 
ment’s sweeping welfare reforms 
to current council tax benefit sys¬ 
tem, which involve replacing the 
current system with local support 
schemes across the country. 

The current savings limit is 
£16,000, but this is having to be 
lowered by councils in response to 
a 10 per cent drop in funding from 
the Government. 

Concerns were raised that a 
lower ceiling would discourage 
vulnerable people from saving and 
would leave them with little emer¬ 
gency financial back-up. 

The acting chairman of the strat¬ 
egy and resources committee, 
Councillor Eber Kington, said:

“It’s a way of saying we want you 
to save if you can.” 

Final recommendations will be 
put before councillors making a 
decision on the new scheme on De¬ 
cember 11 and the changes will 
take effect in April 2013. 

Other proposed changes to the 
council tax benefit system include 
removing the second adult rebate 
and restricting backdating of pay¬ 
ments to three months. 

Councillors also debated the pro¬ 
posal to restrict the maximum 
award to people living in Band D 
properties (usually two-bedroom 
homes) or smaller. 

The proposal means reduced 
amounts would be available to 
families in bigger properties. 

Councillor Jean Steer said the 
savings needed to be spread across 
as many people as possible to min¬ 
imise the impact on those getting 
benefits. 

She said: “I understand the con¬ 
cerns, but the £6 or £7 or so people 
might be paying is not really that 


much hardship. 

“We have to do the best we can.” 

Labour Councillor Sheila Carl¬ 
son said £7 might not be very 
much for some people in the cham¬ 
ber, but for those on the edge it was 
an awful lot of money. 

She said: “I don’t think anyone in 
the chamber should be flippant 
about saying £7 is nothing.” 

Councillor Kington said it was 
uncalled for to dismiss someone 
making a reasoned comment as 
“flippant”, adding that they were 
being forced into making difficult 
decisions. 

Coun Kington said: “What we are 
doing is what the Government is 
imposing on us.” 

A small hardship fund is expect¬ 
ed to be established to help those 
in exceptional cases. 

During a public consultation on 
the changes in the borough, only 
about 45 percent of respondents 
agreed that lower limits on savings 
should be introduced. 

About two-thirds of respondents 
agreed the maximum award 
should be restricted according to 
the property value bands.

Missing man found hanged 
3 days after hospital release 


A missing man who endured a 
“roller coaster” of emotional 
pain was found hanged days 
after being discharged from 
hospital, an inquest heard. 

Jonathan Stent, 20, disap¬ 
peared from his home in 
Ashtead in September 2011 and 
was found hanging from a tree 
in woodland near the station 
three days later. 

Mr Stent struggled with de¬ 
pression and had a history of 
abusing cannabis, valium, alco¬ 
hol and in particular ketamine 
- an animal tranquiliser taken 
as a recreational drug, but 
which is also used to treat peo¬ 
ple suffering from depression. 

He had been discharged from 
Epsom Hospital on September 6, 
the day before he went missing. 

His mother Caroline Stent

told Woking Coroner’s Court 
after coming back from hospi¬ 
tal he talked about being a bur¬ 
den and not wanting to have 
his whole life ahead of him. 

Ms Stent told the court: “He 
said ‘No one can help me’ sev¬ 
eral times. He spoke about 
being in emotional pain.” 

Since August 23 Mr Stent was 
home on leave from the hospi¬ 
tal’s psychiatric unit where he 
was admitted after an overdose 
and cutting his wrists. 

His mother said during that 
time he closed down then his 
mood lifted and dropped again. 

She said: “It was a real roller 
coaster with him.” 

On September 7, Mr Stent’s

older sister, Rebecca, saw him 
leave the house looking glazed 
and signalling he was going to 
the shops. 

In a statement read out in 
court, she said: “I was con¬ 
cerned but only because I 
thought he was going out to 
buy more drugs.” 

After a search and a police 
appeal, his body was found by a 
passerby three days later in a 
woodland near Woodfield Lane. 

Pathologist Dr Mohammad 
Ameen described the cause of 
death as asphyxiation and said 
the level of ketamine found in 


his bloodstream by the toxicol¬ 
ogist was not high enough to 
indicate an overdose. 

His father, Stephen Stent, 
who had divorced his mother 
and had only run into him by 
chance after his 17th birthday, 
sent him a letter to hospital 
saying he loved him. 

Mr Stent left a note, read out 
by the coroner, apologising for 
the problems and said his moth¬ 
er was the “best in the world”. 

Just before his death, Mr 
Stent had got a job at a garden 
centre in Ashtead. 

The inquest continues.

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Passionate road safety 
campaigner dies age 75

A community champion who 
cared passionately about Worces¬ 
ter Park has died unexpectedly. 

Ray Bunce, 75, who was about to 
launch a road safety campaign in 
the village, died on November 16, 
at St Georges Hospital in Tooting.

Mr Bunce was married to 
Evelyn, 74, and was the father-of- 
three and grandfather-of-nine. 

His daughter, Amy Routley, 39, 
from West Ewell, said: “He started 
off in the RAF to do national 
service and then he went and 
trained as a bricklayer. 

“He was a big builder man, but 
he was a softie. 

“He liked making a difference 
and standing up for the underdog. 
He was very down to earth. 

“He spent a lot of his time with 
my boys doing homework. He 
was very passionate about them 


getting a good education. 

“He was an awesome dad.” 

The headteacher of Green Lane 
Primary, Sally Berlemont, said: 
“He gave his time incredibly gen¬ 
erously to our school. 

“He really made a big difference 
to our school. 

“He had a great sense of humour, 
and is a loss to our community - 


we miss him very much.” 

Graham Whitham, leader of the 
opposition at Sutton Council, said: 
“He was a campaigner for improv¬ 
ing the area he lived in. His contri¬ 
bution to the community will be 
missed.” 

Mr Bunce’s funeral will be held 
at 10.45am on December 7 at 
Streatham Vale crematorium.

Check gas appliances now 


The National Landlords 
Association (NLA) is reminding 
all landlords of the dangers of 
carbon monoxide and to check 
their appliances as winter draws 
in. 

The NLA reminds landlords 
that they are required, by law, to 
have all gas appliances checked 
every 12 months, and provide the 
inspection report to the tenant. 
Using an illegal gas fitter can put 
lives at risk, only a Gas Safe 
registered engineer should carry 
out gas work. 

Faulty appliances can cause 
carbon monoxide (CO) leaks. CO 
is an odourless, colourless and 
tasteless gas which is highly 
poisonous and can kill within 
hours, or cause serious illness 
through long-term exposure. 


Exposure to carbon monoxide 
reduces the blood’s capacity to 
carry oxygen, causing the body’s 
vital organs to fail. Symptoms of 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
include headaches, dizziness, 
nausea, breathlessness and loss 
of consciousness. 

In addition to carrying out 
annual gas safety checks, 
landlords can protect their 
tenants from the threat of carbon 
monoxide poisoning by installing 
carbon monoxide detectors in 
their properties. 

The detector will warn tenants 
of a leak. Landlords should also 
show their tenants where the 
emergency gas shut off valve is, 
in case of emergency. Tenants 
can contact the gas emergency 
number on 0800 111 999 if they 


suspect an appliance is faulty or 
dangerous. 

Richard Price, Director of 
Operations at the National 
Landlords Association, said: 

“It’s vital that landlords are 
aware of the dangers of carbon 
monoxide. They should look to 
have their gas appliances checked 
every year by a Gas Safe 
registered engineer. 

“Landlords would also be wise 
to fit carbon monoxide detectors 
in each of their properties - it 
could be the difference between 
life and death.”
